The people of Baruwaell town
knew nothing of the crime until they awoke
on Haturday morning.  How the prisoners
were taken from the jail is best told by
Jaller Nevilles statewont, which he gave as
Lollows:

“About half-past @ or ¥ o'clock Baturday
morning wome ons koocked at the gate. |
got up and opened the window wwl askod
who wo there, Some one In the erowd salil,
My name is Bisck, from Martin's Bustion,
with n privoer.

In Rushed n Mol

"1 unlocked the gate, and as 1 openod it
mob of pusked mon roshed in on we, They
demanded the prisouers from Martio's Bta-
tion sud askdd me whers thoy were. 1 tokd
them thoy wore in jall. By this time they
liad taken the keys from me, but told me to
g0 and unlock the doors. 1 told them 1
would not, that they must unlook the doors
themselves, ns they had the keys

Threatened with Death.

“The crowd then went to the door of tho
Juil, with the keys unlooked it and shoved
me it the jail abead of themy, As 1 strock
She second  jail gate, which is of iron, they
told me to take the kevw and unlock it 1
refused to 36 1, and then ey throaliim s
oot me, drawing plitoln. T told them I
oould not unlock that gate, and they sent
dowu to the yard for an ax ad sadd I Td Xl
not open It they would knook the whols
A thing open and let the prisoners out.
Just befors the crowd got to the gate that
loads to the cells and rooms 1 told them ir
they were determined to go into the jail to
give me the keys and 1 wounld unlock the
gate, but sskod théem not o turn out any of
the prisonsrs exoept those they winted"

Witnesses and Prisonors Allke Went.

“They themselves 1ook the key, unlocked
the door, went into the jail and took out first
Mitoholl Adlams, who was charged with the
murder of J. J, Holferman, Thon throo of
them carried out Judge Jones, Hobert Phoe-
nix, Poter Boll, Hugh Furs, Harrison John-
wn and Ralpb Morrall, all colored. Ball
was charged with the murder of Robert
Martin, who was mysteriously killod at Mar-
lin's Btation last Baturday, Hugh Furs was
In ns an secewsory to the killlng, and Halph
Morrall amd Hobert Phoenix were hold as
witnesses, but were supposed to have been
accessories to the crime. Judge Jones nnd
Harrlson Johnson were hold as witnesses,

"Welll Kill Them Right Hora*

“The erowd next roped the eight pelson-
ere, brought them down stalrs and marebod
them through the priocipal streets, compol-
ling mo to go with them. We got seventy
yards noroes Turkey croek, which is about &
quarter of n milo away. They stayed thore
wme (fteen or twenty minutes, and the
erowd asked the prisoners a good many
Quistions,

“After talking to the prisoners I heard
wime oue (o the crowd say: “We'll kill them
right here' 1 asked the guard who bad me
I ohtirgge to enrry me back to the beidge, ns
I did not want to see the nogroes killed, The
erowid that had mo sid Lshould not go back.
About that time two or three wen ran upy
eaught holil of me and told the guards who
had me o charge to carry me back to the
bridge.

Bany Shots Fired.

“Ono man on each side of mo walked me
back, and I, with the guard, sat there twenty-
five or thirty minutes befors the erowd lefu
me,  About thirty minutes after thoy were
gono they commenced firing. [t sosmed to
mo they kopt firing five or six minutee 1
Lnaging 1M shots were fired in that time,
The guard then walkl, ‘Leot's go up the road
whare the party are firing.' | mounted w
boiwe thit & man was leading and rode up
the road some 250 yards before the firing
censnl,

“We wont a fow wteps further, when we
met the crowd returning to town, They os-
corted me back to town, and bidding me
good night said 1 could go to bed or go tall
the sberift that they bad wound it up. Tho
erowd thon dispersed.”

The scene of the Execution.

The ghastly sono at the place of exscu
tlon is thus deseribed by & man who in-
spocted 16 ““The bodles were lying on the
rondside. When wo reached thers at 9
o'olook the bodies of Johnson nod Adams
had beon removed, but the others were un-
disturbed, The mob divided the murdersrs,
putting the Helfermnn slayers on the lofs of
the rosd and the Martin murderers on tho
right.  The nogroes' nrms wire pluloned and
tightly tied to tross with strong ropes before
they were shot.  They were not bangad,
however, It I8 impossible to desoribe how
many shots each uan recelvidd aod where
Lthoy were struck, s thelr bodles and hoads
were litorally torn to pleces,
